DEATH OF THE REV. MOSES KBSIZER, 


 - 


It is with great regret that we announce the death of the Rev, Moses 
Keizer, late Second Reader and Secretary of the Great Synagogue, which took 
place at his residenca, 1%, Brondesbury Road, Kilburn, on the night of the 
12th inst. It will be within the recollection of all acquainted with Mr, Keizoy_ 
that about nine years ago, while in the prime of his physical powers, he was 
seized with a paralytic stroke, which put an end for ever to his active public 
career, Mr, Keizor's mental faculties, however, remained unimpaired and he 
was thus enabled to follow with interest the progress of communal affairs, A 
fow weeks ago he was attacked by bronchitis, waich hastened his end. Mr. 
Kejzer lost his wife, davghter of Mr, B. Wolff, of the Hague, in February, 
1800, She was one of the most kind-hearted ladies in the London Community, 
and was highly esteemed by rich and pooralike. Mr, Keizer leaves to deplore 
his loss three sons and a daughter, wife of Dr. A. Gross, of Clapham, and 
cousin, who resided with him from the time he came to England and was 
most assiduous in her devotion to him duriag his long illness, 

The Rev. Moses Keizer was born in Amsterdam in 1831. He 
studied at the Seminarium (the Jews’ College of the Dutch Jews) in that 
city, and in his youth displayed a strong inclination for the calling of 4 
Chazin. Soon after his Barmitzvah he was in the habit of reading prayers at. 
the houses of friends during the Shiva week, and when eighteen years old he 
obtained a temporary engagement at Gouda, Four vears later he was elected 
Chazan at the Hague, and obtained the title of 027 from the Rev, Mr. Beren- 
stein, who is still Chief Rabbi there. He resigned the post after four years. 
on his appointment as Sccond Reader at the Great Synagogue in London. 
The election was by the “ privileged members” only, and Mr, Keizer received 
114 votes. The other candidates were the Rev. J, Rabinowitz, 28 votes, the 
late Rev. Samuel Laindeshut, afterwards Secretary of the Jewish Board of 
(;uardians, 17 votes, aud Mr, Albo, 1 vote, It is interesting to note that on the 
Sabbath when Mr. Keizer officiatad on trial, viz., the 23th Noveinber, 1857, Mr. 
Benjamin L, Cohen was barimitavah at the Great Synagegue, By his 
e'ection, Me. Keizer became the colieague of the famous Chazin Simon 
Ascher, who had also prior to his London appolntment been Chazin to 


a congregation in Holland, that at Groningen, Between Simon Ascher 


and Moses Keizer there prevailed throughout their connection a mutual 


spirit of amity and concord whic. conduced largely to the weitare of the 
Great Synagogue, Mr. Keizer as a Baal Teltlah had few equals; as a Baal 
Koreh and a Baal Tokea he was unsurpassed. Tac blowing of the Siophar 
on the New Year, which inexperienced men often convert into a mocsery, with 
Mr. Keizer was the solemn ceremony if was designed to ba. He was entirely 
opposed to innovations, even those of a slight character, Mr. Keizer equally 
shone in the secular sphere of his duties, first as Assistant Secretary and then 
as Secretary of the Great Synagogue to which he was appointed on the election’ 
of the late Dr, Asher, the then Seerctary, to the more important otlice of 
Sceretary to the United Synagogue, | 

Qa the retirement of Chazin Assher, Mr. Keiz2r souzht promotion by 
becoming a candidate for the First Reiderstup., I>, however, withdrew his 
cindidature, and, as will bs remembered, the appointment was obsatned by the 
Rev. Marcus Hast, who had only to face the scrious competition of another Chazin 
from Groningen. Inconneetion with Mr, Ieizer’s withdrawal from the contest 
he reczived a tastimontiil from numero as friends consisting of anadtess anda 
purse, The tollowing is the text of the address :—

In the exercise of his duties as Secretary it frequently fell to Mr. Keizors 
lot to organise special services in connection withcommuua! and national events, 
joyous and mournful, One of the last of these services was that held 1 
March, 1833, in memory of the late Rev, A. L. Green, whom Mr. 
Keizer succeeded at the Great Synagogue. Mr. Louis Davidson, the Ifon. 
Secretary of the Jews’ Free School, whose pupils and teachers specially attended 
the service, wrote to Mr. Keizer thanking him for the admirable manner 1 
whica he had carried out the arrangements, and expressing great appreciation 0! 
his courtesy and tact. The community is indebted. to Mr, Keizer for Davis 
published in 1481 a collection of the admirable musical compositions of 
late Julius Mombach, the Choir Master. of the Great Synagogue. Tus 
valuable work was prefaced by an introduction written by Mr. Keizer, who had 
held Mombach in high regard and was passionately fond of his music. 

We have already spoken of Mr. Keizer s lamentable illness, There can be 2° 
doubt that the illness was aggravated, if not caused,by the hard work he performe 
for the Board of Guardians in connection with the influx in [S82 of Russian rele 
gees who had found their way hither from Brody. Although incapacitated trom 
active duties, Mr. Keizer did not resign his appointments until the end of 15>». va 
secretarial work having been efficiently discharged during the interval by his omy 
daughter, The formal acceptance by the Council of the United Synagogue of Mr. 
K\eizer’s resignation was marked by a demonstration of respect seldom paid to. 
communal officer, The late Mr, Lionel L, Cohen, a warm admirer of Mr. Ke2et, 
who occupied the chair at the Council mecting on the 7th Dceamber, 153. ! 
proposing a vote of sympathy with Mr, Keizer, said that during the whole ot Mr. 
KXeizer’s thirty years’ service they had been in frequent contact, and he him=e'* 
was thus awitnessof Mr, heizer’s conscientious desire to promote the prosperity 


the 


of the synagogue. It was no smal! praise toa man to say of him that he had senires 
| the affection and regard of his own congregation, and of the larger body outs" 
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the sphere of his immediate action. He had known Mr, Keizer as a friend to 
the poor, and as a valuable servant to other institutions in times of emergency. 
At the subsequcnt meeting of the Council, it became necessary to consider the 
question of a pension to Mr, Keizer,and the Executive Committee in their 
report expressed regret that they were debarred by the laws of the United 
Synagogue from recommending more than the maximum pension for thirty 
years’ service, as but for those laws they would have advised a larger pension 
in view of Mr. Keizer’s services to the community at large. Lord Rothschild, 
who presided, fully shared the regret expressed by the Committee. 


Although Mr. Keizer did not hold the rank of Minister, he voluntarily per- 
formed many of the extra-synagogal duties now associated with that oflice. 
Long before the United Synagogue was in existence, he was a regular visitor to 
the Jewish inmates of the London Hospital, and of Broadmoor and Woking 
prisons, In the latter establishment one of his charges was the notorious Madame 
Rachel, whom he befriended in many ways. There was scarcely a benevolent 
institution whose managers did not seek his assistance in obtaining contributions 
to their funds, and the private cases in which he interested himself were 
legion, He generally succeeded in obtaining, from the wealthy, liberal support 
to give families reduced in circumstances a fresh start, As almoner to Mrs, 
Joseph Moses, mother-in-law of the late Sir George Jessel, he dispensed con: 
siderable amounts in public and private charity. The Overseers of the Poor of 
the United Synagogue repeatedly, testified to his great assistance and ability in 
organising therelief of the poor. Mr, Keizer was at one time or another member 
of the Committee of the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Kuowledge, 
the Hand-in-Hand Asylum, the Soup Kitchen, and the Jews’ Orphan Asylum 
(prior to the amalgamation with the Jews’ Hospital), in which, as a member of 
the House Committee, he wasa hard worker. He was also Secretary of the 
Five Shillings Sabbath Charity, a post he held to his death, the active work 
being carried on by his eldest son, Mr. Nathan Keizer, Several years ago, when 
confidence was shaken in the Motzi Association, Mr, Keizer was instrumental in 
establishing a Working Men's Motza Association, of whch he induced Lord 
Rothschild to become Treasurer. | 


The institution in which Mr, Keizer took pirticulir interest was the Jewish 

Board of Guardians, and its records, written and printed, offer voluminous tes- 
timony to the energy he displayed in its interests. As early as October, 185) 
when the Board was in Blackhouse Yard, Aldgate,.a vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr, Kaizer * for his kindness in voluntarily uadertaking the duties of 
the Clerk during the recent sudden illness of that oflizor, and for the zeal, ability 
and unremitting attention with which he discharged them.” Mr. Lionel Ih. 
Cohen, then Hon. Secretary, in communiciting the vote of thanks, wrote to 
Mr, Keizer, “ ‘The co-operation you have rendered to the Board his net been 
limited to the discharge of the Clerk's duties, but has been repeatedly shown in 
numerous instances since the first foundation of the Board.’ In 1856. Mr. 
Keizer’s services were again voluntarily offered, owing to the death of the Clerk 
to the Board, Mr. Loewenthal. His stewardship, as Mr. L. L. Cohen wrote to 
him, “ brought luck” in the form of several new rezular subscr:ptions. The 
year 1855 was a trying one owing to the unprecedented pressure of relief neces- 
sitated by the visitation of cholera, and the importance of the work performed 
by Mr, Keizer, especially in preventing, by his intelligent administration and 
unremitting attention, any delay in affording assistance, was recognized in the 
following resolution of the Board :—* That this Board desires to convey to the 
Rev, M. Keizer the expression of its sinc2re and cordial thanks for the valuabie 
assistance he has rendered in its office since the demise of its late clerk. ‘That 
the Board believes that it is owing in a degree to Mr. Neizer’s constant attention 
and zealous co-operation that during the recent epidemic ~t was enabled to give 
prompt assistance to the poor, and to satisfy the requirements of the 
community,” 

As Mr. Keizer refused any requital for his services at the expense of the 
Board’s funds, a number of the members determined on presenting him with 
a memento of their recognition of the great value of his exertions, without 
which the operations of the Board would have almost com> to a deadlock.” 
This testimonial took the form of a silver waiter, on which the following 
inscription was engraved: ‘Presented to the Rev. Moses Keizer by the 
members of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor in 
testimony of their high appreciation of his zeal, attention and ability in super- 
intending and organising the offic of the Board.—london, 23 Kislev, 5327— 
8 December, 1866.” | . | 

Towards the end of the following year, the administrative work at the 
office of the Board fell into a state bordering on chaos, and agin Mr, 
Keizer came to the rescue. With the sanction of the authorities of 
the Great Synagogue he undertook the post of Superintendent of 
the Board, with full authority over all the officers. This post 
he relinquished in 1869, on the appointment of the late Rev. 5S. Lan- 
deshut as Secretary. How zealous and unabated was Mr. Keizer’s interes: in 
the Board may be gathered from the following extract from the minutes of the 
Board meeting of January, 185), the motion being proposed by Mr.N. M. de Roth- 
schild, M.P. (now Lord Rothschild) :—* That the Board tenders the expression 
of its thanks to the Rev. M. Keizer for his valuable report on the condition of 
the Jews in the workhouses he has visited, aud appreciates the promptness and 


ability he has skown in availing himself at so early a date of the valuable 


provisions of the recent Act of Parliament.” 

Ten years later we find another entry by which the B yard expresses its 
gratitude to Mr. Keizer “for the constant interest he evinces in its working 
and especially for his successful efforts to procure accessions to Its funds, ’ 
His valuable labours for the Board culminated in 1832, when it had to deal, as 
we have already observed, with a great inrush of Russian refugees, and whe: 
his intelligent discrimination was highly appreciated. , 

Among the miscellaneous fruits of Mr. Keizer’s activity may be mentioned 
his successful efforts, in 185), to bring about the reduction of tue fees at Jews’ 
College School from £10 10s, to £5 63a year, The Council of the College 
intimated their readiness to make this concessioa provided that Mr. Keizer 
Would guarantee 5) new pupils, his condition he was enabled to carry out 
Without the least difficulty ; but nevertheless ths School was subsequently 
disbanded, | 


The remains of th3 kte M-, Keizer were interred cn Sunday at the . 


Willesden Cemetery. There was a large muster of friends both at his late 
residence and at the burial ground. Most of the members of the clergy were 
present, headed by the Chief Rabbi. Many members of the Great Synagogue 
also attended to pay their last respects to their. former Chazin, and the United 
Sybagogue was represented by Mr. Maurice Hart, one of the Overseers of the 
Poor, Mr, S. Simons, a Treasurer of the Burial Society, a valued friend of the 
departed, and Mr, Philip Ornstien, the Secretary. The honorary officers of the 
Great Synagogue were unavoidably prevented, owing to absence from town, 
from attending, Mr. E. H. Lindo represented the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation, The Burial Service was read by the Rev, M. Hast, who 
travelicd specially the same morning from Brighton. 

The Rev, A. A. Green, who preached op Sibbath last in the Dalston Syna- 
gogue, prefaced his sermon withan allusion to the late Mr. Keizer, and said : 
1 see around me so many faces of those with whom for many years I 
worshipped regularly in the Greit Synagogue, that Lamsure they will feel with 
me, that in the death of Mr. Keizera link has been broken that bound us to 
much that we all hold very dear. I do not think it is too muc’ to say that Mr. 
Keizer contributed personally in no small degree to the real greatness of the 
“Great ” Synagogue in this generation by the consistent dignity of his presence, 


by the impressive manner ot his reiding, by his supremely masterly reading of 


the Torah, by his faithful and talented executive administration, and by his 
own reverence for the best traditions of the “Great Shool.’ His presence 
always commanded respect, and his memory must inevitably be associated with 
the cherished recollections of the Great Synagogue which will uever fade from 
the memory of those who worshipped there so long. I would also lke to pay a 
passing tribute to the memory of one who was closely associated with Mr, Keizer, 
his fr.end andours, Julius Mombach. Poor Mombach! His sweet melodies are 
sung by many who do not koow or who do not always think of that gentle- 
mannered, tender-hearte], unselfish and faithfulservant of the community, The 
otd places are filled by new faces. Let us hope that the newer members of the. 
Great Syoagogue may learn to love it as we did, and let us endeavour to build 
up in connection with our newer pliccs of worship such attachment that when, 
as now, we are the poorer for the loss of a friend, we may have recollections for 
Which men are always the richer and the better.

ELECTION OF A DELEGATE SENIOR MINISTER. 
~On Sanday morning a special meeting of the moambors of tha West London 
Synagozue, Upper Berkeley Street, was held inthe Vestibule for the purpose 
of consideriug a recommendation of the Council that the Rev. Morris Joseph 
be elected Delegate Sentor Mioister for the period of one: yeas, 

Sir JULTAN GoLpsmMip, Bart, Charman of the Couneil, presided, and 
in moving the adoption of the resomnmentitior sud that th: proposal he 
had to make was the result of a compromise, Feeling as he did tbhit it was 
desirabie as far as possible to. bs unanmiaous and to avoid a solrt or ditference 
in the Congregition he had done all in his power to meet the wishes of those 
who did not tavour Mr. Morris Joseph being appoimted as D:-legite Senior 
Minister without having to pass through a probationary period. He had heard 
it alleged that there was no need for assistince, but in answer to this assertion 
he had to inforin the seutholders that on fourteer occisions in eight mouths it 
had been found necessary to obtiun outside help. either beciuse Professor 
Marks could not attend, or beeiuse assistance: was needed. Professor Marks 
himecl£ had pointed out that help was required. Oa2 obj;ection thiut had been 
raised to the appointment of the Rov, Morris Joseph wus that everything he 
bad said in his sermons could not be approved. He (Sir Jutian) had heard 
many sermons and did not agree with everyone of thesentin ints expressed in any 
one of them: ‘l'o ask, therefore, that they should agree w.t evervthiog that 
Mr. Joseph had said would be to ask that which was impossible and contrary to 
nature, But this he would say, that the general principles which Mr. Joseph had 
laid down were entirely in accord with those of a Reform Congregation such as 
theirs. He asked the members, would they sanction the engagement of Mr, 
Morris Joseph for a probationary period of one yeir? If at the end of a year 
it was found that he had not satistied the conzregition the Couneil would not 
recommend his permanent appolatment, Before coneluding he had to refer to 
a matter which had caused him iniinite grief. Heo hid thought that in synagogue 
matters they would allbact as gentlemen, Bat to hts great regeet ha had learnt 
that an anonvmous circular had been sent. out to a sactioa of tie mombers 
asking them to oppose him and the Couucil genera'ly. Such a proceeding was 
not honourable conduct, and was not what he would have expected, It had now 
occurred once; he hoped it would neveroccur again, He was giad to see present 
that day some of the founders of the synagogue, suc’) as Sir John Simona and 
Mr. Charles Kensington Sialaman, and there were a's) others at the meeting who 
by hereditary descent felt as strong an interest in the Congregition as those two 
gentlemen, And speaking on behalf of them all he would say thit if they 
desired law and order in the Congregation, if they wishedit to continue an the 
van of reform, they would support the Couce.t and himself. (Cheers.) He 
had originally proposed an appointment fer two years, but had altered the 
proposal to one year to meet toe last objection that he thouzht could still be 
raised, If there were any who still should object to the psoposal be would ask 
them to follow the example of Mr. Hardie in tae Hoass of Commons ‘on 
the previous Friday, and, while expressing the sentiments they feit, not to vote 
against the recommendation of the Council. C(Cheers,) 

Mr. M. MakoWeEr seconded the motion. 


Mr. B. D. Isaacs, while expressing his interest in everything that affected. 


the welfare of the congregation, and disclaiming any shire in the issuing of the 
circular referred to by Sir Julian Goldsmid, disapproved of the recommenda- 
tion of the Council, as he regirded the Rev. Morris Joseph untit on doctrinal 
grounds to be a minister of that congregation, fe had read Mr. Joseph's 
sermons, which were interesting, but not Jewish. The fact that he was to be 
appointed for a probationary period of one year was proof conclusive that the 
Council were not assured of his fitness, and there could not be a greater insult 
toa man of Mr, Joseph's ability and standing than to elect him for one year, 
and perbaps cast him adrift at the end of that period, He feared that the 
appointment of Mr, Joseph would give rise to ili-wiil and dissatisfaction now 
absent from the congregation. 

After some remarks from Mr, M. Moses and Mr. Anrams, 

Mr. Cuartes K,SALAMAN sad that, as one of the oldest members of the 
congregation, he could not consent to a silent vote. He had read with interest 
the valuable series of sermons preached by Mr. Joseph,and he regarded them as 
an honour toJudaism, A preacher and a writer with such enliyhbtened views 
wa3 the minister for that synagogue, and would be an honour to any congrega- 
tion fortunate enough to secure him, 

No other member rising to speak, the Chairman put the motion to the vote, 
a proposition by Mr. B. D. Isaacs, that the voting should be by bailot, having 
been defeated. With the view to arrive at accurate figures,a division was taken, 
Mr. Alfred J. Waley, one of the Wardens,and Mr. b. D. Isaaes being appointed 
tellers by the Chairman. The resu't was dee'ared as follows: For the recommen- 
dation of the Council (appointing the Rev, M. Joseph for one year) o>; against, 
majority for, 45. | 

It was further resolved that Mr. Joseph’s salary be £5), and that it be left 
to the Council to settle the date when he should enter on his duties,

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THE NEW MINISTER OF THE WEST “LONDON 


THE West London Synagogue of British Jews has reached the first important! 
crisis since its inauguration fifty-one years and a half ago. The remarkable 
fact that the first two ministers should have been spared to their sacred 


-funetions during a full half century has postponed the problem of selectins 


a successor to one or other of them. The yvacaney caused by the 
retirement of the Rev. Apert Lowy a year ago was filled by the 
promotion of the Rev. Istponz Harais from the post of third of 
assistant minister to that of second or as it is called * junior” minister. 
When however the senior minister, Dr. Marxs, intimated that increase ol 
years and corresponding loss of physical power rendered him unable any 


more to fulfil all the duties of his high otice, but that he was desirous of 
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retaining for some time longer the actual position which he has held with 
such distinction for over fifty-one years,a more difficult duty became apparent: 
“At the request of Professor Marks, the Council invited the seat- 
holders to consent to the creation of what was technically a new office, 
namely, that of. Delegate Senior Minister. The Congregation were entitled 
to feel that any position bordering upon that of Chief Minister of the 
Reform Synagogue, and involying the performance of his duties required 
the services of a man who was in all respects a leader of thought, 
and one who would command the confidence of the Jewish com- 
Such an offee, in many respects of peculiar character, was 
rop easy to fill. The qualifications are special and varied, and there 
ecotld have been no more deadly blow to the cause of English Jewish 
Reform than if the minister who was to carry it on from the point at 
which the two veterans might leave it was not a Minister of the 
th» highest order among the English. Jewish clerzy. Such a position 
undoubtedly requires a distinct personality. The traditions of the West 
London Synagogue could advanced by the appointment 
of a man whose life had been spontaneously and independently cast 
into the stream of that religious phase of thought which signifies 
Reform as distinct from Orthodox traditional Judaism. It would

He has initiated an independent 
By his inception of the Hampstead 
Afternoon Services and by the publication of the volume of his sermons, 
which are the outeome of that movement, he has fearlessly, without 
reserve, and utterly unmindful of personal conseqnences striven for the 
cause, Whether right or wrong, of religious Reform English 
Judaism. His methods of teaching those views of Judaism which 
he believed to be right were conducted in no spirit of sectarianisin, To 
avoid creating a new sect, the services at Hampstead were not held in the 
morning when they might have withdrawn many of the regular attendants 
from a neighbouring Orthodox synagogue, Independentiy of the’ Hampstead 
Movement, Mr. Josep has testified by his writings for a longer series of 
years that he was one of those who were absolutely convinced that modifications 
of the ritual were desirable. In entering, therefore, upon the ministry of 
Berkeley Street Synagogue, Mr. Joseeu has passed through no transition of 
religious opinion, and the new office comes to him as the most natural express- 
ion of long cherished convictions ; to which we may add, with the best wishes 
Of his coreligionists of every shade of religious thought. 


It cannot be denied that the West. London Synagogue is in need at the 
present time of a deep spiritual tone. For some years past the fact has been 
notorious that the synagogue in Berkeley Street has been so poorly attended 
during the greater part of the year, that, in the words of a published sermon 
Oa this subject by Professor Marks, “If it were not for our women, in 
Whom the Jewish spirit still breathes, the male attendants of themselves would 
hardly be sufficient to import meaning to a public service.”. This was spoken 
in the year 1885, and the Sabbath Services continue to be attended only by a 
mere fraction of the congregation. We make no implication whatever against 


the possibilities of religions Reform when we observe that in the last few 


years.-religious -enthusiasm- has» not.been.at..a_ high level in. the Reform,

There is only one Reform 
Synagogue in London, 


Its members are scattered over different parts of the 
Metropolis, and there are possibly not a few who do not even reside in 
London. There is, however, an impression that for many of its members the 
West London Synagogue is rather a Burial Club for Jews, than a living 
place of worship for regular devotional exercise. It would be admitted, 
taking these matters into consideration, that the present stage in the hiatory 
of the Reform Synagogue is one at which a great spiritual revival is 
The infusion of new blood into the ministration of the synagogue 
may be regarded as an opportunity for rekindling the flame of religious 
fervour out of which the institution arose 51 years ago. The 
minister who was elected on Sunday possesses a striking knowledge of 
the charitable work of the community. He is in touch with work inthe East 
Ind of London, and has personally participated for years past in those 
functions which may properly be considered as part of a regular congregational 
life. The West Londen Synagogue is capable of becoming a real spiritual 
centre and of exercising! a more direct religious influence upon the Jewish 
community at large. There are many circumstances in regard to that Con- 
gregation which afford unusual facilities for a wider extension of definite 
religious and philanthropic usefulness ;—its splendid and almost unparalleled 


financial position ; its freedom from the burden of having among its members

some and honorable manner in which Mr. Levy and Mr. Cohen have fulfilled 
what they consider to be their duty with regard to the munificent bequest of 
Mr, David Lewis, which was placed by his will at their absolute discretion,”

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
OpESSA, JULY 16. 

The telegraph will already have announced to you the successful issue of the 
mediatory interposition of the Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch on behalf 
of the Jews of the Caucasus, who were under the ban of immediate expulsion. 
The Grand Duke’s former tenure of the Caucasian Viceroyalty enabled His 
Imperial Highness to render his remonstrances with his Imperial nephew and 
with M. Dournovoe all the more effective inasmuch as he was in a position to 
state his views and opinions of the general status of the Jews in the Caucasus 
their old residential claims and vested rights, and their excellent repute as 
orderly, industrious and law-abiding subjects, with the authority of his own 
personal knowledge and official experience, The expulsory edict affecting the 
thirty thousand Jews in that province is not, it is true, rescinded, but its opera- 
tion is indefinitely postponed ; and this grace has been conceded, too, upon the 
intervention of a high and influential p2rsonigs whose further good offices will, 
we may reasonably trust, be vouchsafed if again solicited at a critical epoch, It 
18 generally believed that the only surviving brother of the Liberator Czar has 
always been more or less opposed in principle to any solution of the so-called 
Jewish question which bas for its primary basis racial hatred, religious 
intolerance, and commercial jealousy, for upon such unworthy principles and 
motives is the main structure of all Jewish disabilities in this country confessedly 
founded. | 

At all events the fact of the Grand Ducal uncle of the Czar inter’posing a 
remonstrative and merciful appeal in the critical state of the Caucasian Jews, 
and other recent and significant changes of front on the part of a few political 
writers in the Russian Press, are in themselves gratifying and hopefal signs of 
a future awakening of a more just and rational feeling towards the great body 
of Russian Hebrews. Iam not one of those who despair of the eventual eman- 
cipation, under certain conditions, of the Russian Jewry, and [have no conti- 
dence whateverin the partial solution of the question by a wholesale exodus. 
The scheme is practically impossible. Immigration ona large scale Is a pissing 
and temporary mitigation of the congested con tition of the Jews within the 
Pale, but the present Iinits of that circumscription will not always endure, The 


Russian Jews have passed through parlous times and greater tribulation during 


the last decade than they will probably be compeiled to experience during the 
next, They may have some weary time yet in which to contain their souls as 
best they may before the dawning of a new and. better era, butit will dawn ever- 
tually. That Russia will ever get rid of her Jewish element is as unlikely as 
anything well can be within the ordinary ken of human affairs, For 
the time being, Jewish disabilities ere more or less increased by the present 
régime of religious intolerdnce under the direction of M. Pobiedonoszeff, the 
Lay Head of the Greek Orthodox Church. Lutherans, Catholics, Orthodox 


“ old behevers,’ and various other nonconformists and seetarians feel the 


pressure, in some greater or lesser degree, of the common persecution, But no one: 


is so radically pessimistic as to believe that this state of things will long continue. 
The smirntand movement of vur time, even in this country, are against it. [tis 
the propagation of more tolerant and humanitarian sentiments which accentuates 
the spirit of bigotry and intolerance inthe narrow minds and small souls of 
those who hold in their misguided hands the power of repressive and cruel per- 
secution, Ilence there is a hope forthe future to.be gleaned from the very 
extremity of the measures of benighted intolerance which now obtain. They 
are the signs of inimical and evil powers beirg driven from teir last 
trenches, 

From Kongsberg it is announced that the Central Jewish: Imiitgration 
Committee in that city, and the local committees on the Russian frontier have 
suspended their operations owing to the measures taken by the German 
Authorities.. This means, ot course, that no further assistance will for the 
present be given to intending Russian immigrants. Foot and mounted Prussian 
gendarmes patrol all points of the Russian frontier at which the Russo-Jewish 
refugees have hitherto crossed. The misery into which this prohibitory cordon 
has thrown the crowas of poor emigrants collected along the frontier on the 
Russian side is said by the Russian pipers to be indescribable. Since the refugees 
have been prevented from embarking at Kinigsberg and Memel for Hamburg 
and Liibeck, they have endeavoured to obtain passiges in small coastwise sailipo 
craft from other points, but the hardships involved in such miserable means of 
transport have led to its abandonment. The condition of Inany parties of these 
immigrants is extremely critical,

Having climbed into Parliament in a dozen places on the willing backs and 
at the expense of the Conservative Party, the anti-Semites have lost no time in 
throwing off the tutelage of their Conservative guardians, At a large public 
meeting.

One or two voices claimed an exception in favour 
of Dr. Sticker,“ the father of anti-Semitism, ’ but the meeting would have 
none of it. The ex-Court Chaplain was unmercifully denounced as a mere 
adventurer and traitor, wao was haod in glove with capitalism, and only played 
at anti-Semitism in order to cut a figure in the Reichstag. Ablwardt had done 
yeoman’s service to the cause, and the party of Germin Reform would give 
him a hearty welcome, but it could have nothing to do with De, Sticker and 
other Conservative fossils.

“You will have noticed that many persons whe deprecated one feature in 
the recent project of the United Synagogue for promoting various associative 
facilities in East London, speciically referred to the need of permanent small 
synagogues in South Ilackney and Poplar, as being even more urgent than the 
requirements of Whitechapel, I quite agree with you, thatit is very unlikely 
those who urged this will refuse you sulstantial help when you are in a position 
to invite. their definite assistance. on behalf of the South Hackney district. On 
the other hand, I have read much sitisfaction the very encouraging report of 
the Executive Committee of the Council of the United Synagogues on your 
preliminary application to that body. You will have surely recognised the per- 
tect justice of the plea, thit those who, lke the Executive Committee, are 
thought to stand more or less in the relation of advisory trustees, in respect of 
the promotion of new synagogues, should be furnished with definite authen- 
ticated particulars showing the necd of a Jewish place of worship in your 
district, and tending to prove that a synagogue, on the stile you desire, can be 
efficiently, satisfactorily, and permanently maintained there. LI would urge you, 
however, to consider carefully whether your district can hope, at least for the 
next few years, to maintain a synagogue, orginised ona scile such as attaches 
to the constituent synigogues of tne United Synagogue, Do you not think ysu 
would be wiser to formulate a scheme (as believe, be douwe under the 
Acts of the United Synagogue) by which any initial financial assistance: that 
might be accorded to you from the funds of the United Synagogue, would be of 
course duly secured, but without necessarily cnutatling at first on your synagogue 
or on the United Synagogue all the fall reciprocal obligitions and responsibilities 
which belong to fuil constituent relationship. I think, apart from your own 
requirements, you will do a valuable public service if you can obtain the accept- 
atee.of some such scheme by the Council of the United Synegogue, under 
which scheme that body might be willing to accord its valuab'e support and 
cc-operation to “ Associate Synagogues,” estiblished withits approval, although 
tlLey might not be able to become at once full constituent members of 1ts organisa- 
tion, Ifagreeable to you J shall be pleasod to confer with you on the subject, in 
October, after my return from abroad. Oc: [ shall be glad to heip you in any 
other way, provided only your arrangements have the approvai and support of 
the United Synagogue, As far as regards my own personal action, 1 think it 
incumbent to make this condition, as { belicve the experience and authority and 
influence which attach to sucha body as the Council of the United Synagogue 
assures harmony and prevents overlapping of districts ia the establishment of 
new synagogues,” 

Mr, NATHANIEL Li, CouEn, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Caairmin, 
said that last week he feared that other arrangements would have preventad 
his being able to attend tlcir distribution and he endeavoured to help their 
movement by proxy in the letter which had just been read to them. He 
hoped they would allow him to refer to one aspect of such gatnerings which 


elected Board of Management or Committee were enlarged by the admission of 


two nominated representatives of the United Synagogue, and, indeed, he believed 
that if it were desired, that during the period ot interregnum, the honorary 
oflicers of the United Synagogue should have the right of attending their Com- 
mittee meeting without power to vote, their presence would be welcome. As soon 
as they had completed the stipulated repayments of debt, then he thought

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PROFESSOR JOWETT AT WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


ON SPINOZA. 


Never perhaps has the memory ofa great Jew, who lived after the age 
of the New Testament, been commemorated in the pulpit of the Church of 
England, It is, therefore, of interest to note that on Sunday evening last at 
Westminster Abbey the Sermon was devoted to a consideration of a model of 
humar excellence inthe person andcharacter of Spinoza. If it had not been already 
known that the preacher on that occasion was the Rev. Professor Jowett, the 
Master of Balliol College, Oxford, it would not have been difficult to 
guess the name of the great leader of enlightened thought who alone 
perhaps would have had the breadth of view and the courage to set such a 
precedent. 

The Master of Balliol was preaching a sermon upon the subject of the 
union between virtue and knowledge, faith and reason, religion and philosophy, 
He commenced by reminding the vast congregation that last year he had 
spoken in the Abbey of Jobn Wesley and the year before about Richard 
Baxter, two of the greatest Englishmen. He now desired to add two other 
names of men, who would generally be considered to be totally different from 
ope another, and having nothing in common. The one was a Puritan, the 
other was not a Christian at all. The one was absorbed wich the two thoughts 
of the consciousness of sin and of miraculous redemption—the other was 
penetrated with the search after trath and had no belief in Christian 
theology. The names of these two men. were not announced for 
a covsiderable time, it was left to the imagination to discover, 
who they were of whom Professor Jowett was speaking. The. picture of 
each was clear and vivid, and when at last he mentioned John Bunyan and 
Spinoza the congregation was fully prepared for these two names. { nlike as 
thev were, said the preacher, in the estimation of Christians, it was possible 
thatin the judgment of God, who saw the human heart not as men_ view tf, 
there was a remarkable resemblance. ‘The two men probably never 
heard of one another though they were contemporaries. If they could have 
been brought together in intimate friendship each might have been amazed at 
the purity of the other. They might have recognised the same efforts after an 
ideal life, and the same consecration to the love of God. When two such men 
have long been dead we are able .to judge of them with greater impartiality 
than we could if they were still amongst us. In the case of Bunyan we may 
assign much of that which looks like madness to the accidents of the age in 
which he lived. 
was his charac‘er. And here we might perceive a pirallel to that of Spinoza, 
It was the same single-mindedness, the same disinterestedness, the same absolute 
submission to the will of God. Neither of them reviled his enemies, Both 
were prepared to suffer for whit they believed to bothe truth. Each was living 
above the werld ina remarkable spirituality. Speaking of Spinoza Professor 
Jowett said:—" He was one of the greatest men who ever lived. German 
philosophy and nineteenth century criticism trace their origin to him. This 
yreat philosopher was of Jewish extraction, but though he was excommunicated 
and disinherited by the Synagogue we have no reason to believe that he ever 
became a Christian. The fundamental truths of Judaism had sunk deeply into 
his soul namely the love of God and the devotion to truth.” [He wenton toobserve 


that Christianity itself is undergoinga great change. Much of the miracle beliefs of 


the cleventh century, and of later ages is fading away under the influence of that 
wider experience which is pouring inupou us. Weare coming to know more of 
other religions, and we are beginming to learn that what: is eternal about all 
religion is to be tound notin the language of byegone ages so much as in that 
higher sense of duty and that purer love of God which are part of the conscience. 
Our conceptions of Grod are expanding, and they are not quite the same as those 
of PreVIONS ages, The truth is a iwning upon us that there is Do real antagonism 
between religion and science, faith and reason, virtue and knowledge. Weare 
coming to see the great error of regarding these different elements of human 
nature as being opposed to one another, as gazing on each other with angry looks! 
The highest morality enters into the intellectual life. And the highest 
intellectuality enters into the moral sphere. A man has to regard the conse- 
quences of his actions, and this is both an intellectual and a moral perception at 
the same time, Taith has something to teaeh science, and science has some- 
thing to teach faith, The pursuit of knowledge is more than the mere 
examination of the material results of ascertained facts. Everyone who devotes 
his hfe to the pursuit of knowledge, requires his task to be lightened by a faith 
in the future, and by hope that he is working for the good of others. Faith on 
the other band has to be lifted out of the bars which narrow it. and it is required 
to take intoits view the experience of history. In this wav we shall become 
more tolerant of one another, and we are now growing ashamed of the treat- 
ment of Catholics by Protestants, and of Protestants by Catholics. We are 
also learning that some who do not bear the name of Christians are more 
worthy of the example of Christ than many of his professed followers. Lu 
the course of the sermon, the Master, speaking of religious toleration told a 
story of Spinoza, which is a good illustration of the Jewish doctrine that 
salvation is open to all good people. His landlady, who was a Lutheran, one 
day entered the room ot the philosopher, and asked him whether he thought 
she could be saved. Spinoza replied, * Yes, you ean of course be saved if you 
live a quiet, peaceable life, and are a good woman.”
